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SCHOOL REPORT, 


In compliance with the laws of the State, the Superintending 
_ School Committee éf Richmond, respectfully present the following 
Report for the year ending March Ist, 1878. 

The amount appropriated for the support of schools, $845.26, of 
which $734.72 were expended, leaving a balance in the treasury of 
the town of $45.06 belonging to District No.3, and $65.48, together ' 
with $26.01, in the treasury March Ist, 1877, belonging to No. 4, 
making in all an unexpended balance of $136.55. 

The average length of schools for the year has been 12.81 weeks; 
aggregate number of weeks of school, 141 ; whole number of schol- 
ars, 177; cost per scholar, $4.26; average attendance, 150.34 ; 
number of days’ absence, 387 ; tardies, 101; dismissals, 37 ; num- 
ber of visits by citizens, 461 ; number by the Superintending Com- 
mittee, 34, 

On comparing the record of attendance this year with that of 
last, we find but little difference in proportion to the length of 
schools. The number of days’ absence has been less, the tardies a 
few more. We had hoped for greater improvement in this respect. 

We have included in our list of “ Scholars not Absent or Tar- 
dy ” only those who have attended the entire term. Others have 
been neither absent nor tardy while attending ; some have had only 
one or two marks for the term. Both classes deserve proportional 
commendation. Doubtless many absences were caused by sickness 
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or some reason to which no blame should be attached, but parents 
sometimes find it convénient to keep their children from school to 
labor, or for some other trifling cause. as to visit a friend. We 
think this should be carefully avoided, even for a day, as it tends 
to the formation of irregular habits, besides loss to the pupils, and 
interference with the plans of the teacher. We are sorry to see the 
names of so few parents upon the list of visitors. ‘They should 
let their children know that they are interested in their education, 
and are willing to make sacrifices that they may attend school. 

Few of our scholars have attended to the higher branches, but 
we have intended to be thorough in the elements and as practical 
as possible. Increasing attention has been given to the subject of 
Composition, yet much too little. 

Too little attention, in some schools, has been given to Penman- 
ship. In our opinion scholars should be taught to write at an ear- 
lier age. We would rather that less time be devoted to advanced 
classes, than that reading, spelling, or writing be neglected. Writ- 
ten exercises in spelling should be conducted in all our schools, 
Written examinations in other studies might be occasionally intro- 
duced. They tend to thoroughness, and furnish a more accurate 
test of the relative standing of different scholars than would other- 
wise be obtained. 

We acknowledge that too much should not be expected of teach- 
ers and scholars with our very limited privileges. We think it a 
great mistake to cut short our school appropriations. Better cur- 
tail in some other direction. How shall we better promote the in- 
terests of our Town than by raising the stand ard of her, schools ? 
There seems to be a growing feeling in the community that our 
school system ought to be revised; however that may be, we do 
plead for longer schools, or our scholars can not maintain a respect- 
able position in this land of free institutions. 

What we said in our report last year in regard to black-boards, 
maps, &c., will apply nearly as well, now. In only one or two dis- 
tricts have any repairs been made, also, we remind the teachers 
that the law requires them to return their registers at the close of 
the term. Some have been prompt in doing so, but not all. 

Thanking the public for the courtesy that has always been ex- 
tended to us, we call their attention to the following special reports : 


SPECIAL REPORTS. 


Disrricr No. 1.—C. W. Conway, Prudential Committee. The 
Summer and Fall terms were both successfully taught by Miss H. 
Elsie Williams, of Richmond. There were no tardies, and only 
7 1-2 days’ absence during the school year. 

No. 2—Amos Lawrence, Prudential Committee. Both terms 
were taught by Miss Addie HK. Healey, of Winchester, an energetic 
young teacher, thorough in her instruction; and being retained in 
this school throughout the second year, proves that her services 
were appreciated by her patrons. A lively interest was manifes- 
ted by the district, as shown by their visits to the schoool, and the 
prompt and regular attendance of the pupils. 

No. 5.—O. H. Parsons, Prudential Committee. The Summer 
term was taught by Mrs. Mary 8. Parsons, of this town, whose ex- 
perience and decision quality her to teach in our larger and more 
difficult schools. The order was good, and the progress made was 
all that could be expected from so short a term. 

The Fall term ‘was commenced by Miss Mary G. Healey, of 
Winchester. After teaching four weeks failing health compelled 
her to give up her schoo!. It was finished by her sister, Addie H. 
Healey. There were no tardies nor dismissals; the average at- 
tendence was lowered by reason of several scholars attending only 
part of the term. We regret that we could not be present at the 
examination. 

No. 6.—Richard P. Fisher, Prudential Committee. This dis- 
trict was fortunate, both terms in securing the services of Maria 
P. Bolles, of Winchester. Miss Bolles had had an experience of 
thirty-nine terms, as a teacher, and she fully sustained her former 
reputation in this school. The examinations were very interesting, 
and illustrated the training of so able an instructress, 

No. 7.—Jonathan Cass, Prudential Committee. The Summer 
term was taught by Miss L. Isabel Cass. Although the term was 
short, we think the progress made was satisfactory to all. 

Fall term, taught by the same teacher. At our two visits, the 
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school seemed to be in a prosperous condition, but owing to the 
sickness of her father, the teacher was obliged to close without an 
exnmination. 

No. 8—Dennis Harkness, Prudential Committee. This district 

had but one term, taught by Miss Jennie M. Hills, with.satisfac- 
tory results. The scholars, though mostly young, were forward. 
The class in Mental Arithmetic could readily solve examples that 
would be creditable to older persons. 
. No. 9.—Leason Martin, Prudential Committee, Summer term 
taught by Miss Kate E. Lombard, of Swanzey. We visited the 
school only once, when it sppeared to be systematically organized, 
and in good working order. 

Fall term, taught by the same teacher. Order and system 
characterised her operations in the school-room. She seemed to 
have gained a firm hold on the affections of her her pupils. The 
school-house was new, pleasant and commodious. Under these fa- 
vorable circumstances, the school could hardly fail to be successful. 

No. 10.—David W. Williams, Prudential Committee. One 
term, ilora KE. Chamberlain, of Swanzey, teacher. Miss Cham- 
berlain labored earnestly and faithfully, and we think she was re- 
warded with very good success, 7 

No. 13.—F. O. Bowen, Prudential Committee. The Summer 
term was taught by Miss Mary A. Garfield, an experienced teacher 
from Royalston, Mass. Excellent inprovement was made under 
her instruction. Her labors seem to have been duly appreciated 
by the older scholars, who by their progress showed that their part 
also, had been well performed. It is to be regretted that the citi- 
zens of the district did not encourage both teacher and pupils by 
more frequent visits to the school-room. 

The Fall term was under the charge of Mr. Charles H. Goodell, 
of Royalston, Mass. Some little trouble arose during the first 
part of the school, but Mr. Goodell seemed equal to the situation. 
We are so much pleased with his management that we should be 
glad to see him make another trial in our schools. 

No. 14.—A. 8. Barrus, Prudential Committee. The Summer 
term was taught by Miss K. M. Barrus. She is a faithful teach- 
er, working for the welfare of her pupils. The examination proved 
that the time had been well employed by the scholars. 
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Fallterm, Miss L .O. Barrus, teacher. The desire of the pupils 
forimprovement wasmanifested by closeapplication to their booksand 
the faithfulness in which the recitations were committed to memory 
will be of lasting benefit. In reciting, they were not dependent 
on questions, but were prepared to take the subject, define it, and 
then, in order, everything embraced in the recitation. The study 
of U.S. History was pursued by one class with much interest. It 
would be well to have this study introduced into more of our 
schools, for what is more necessary than for the pupils to become 
familiar with the history of our country? Considerable attention 
was paid to parsing. Seven or eight pages of prose were analyzed 
and parsed during the term. for visits made by parents and 
friends we are truly grateful. 

No. 16.—Almon Twitchell, Prudential Committee. Miss E. M. 
Barrus, teacher. The committee in charge was particularly 
pleased with the aitention paid to reading and grammar. Atten- 
tion was given to composition. During the first part of the term, 
the numbers were increased by accessions form No. 9, and it is just 
to mention that their absence was not caused by any disaffection to 
the teacher, but to attend school in their own district.
